He began with nothing and 
atter the great fire was worse than noth­ 
ing. At one time he had interest of 
$200,000 to pay and nothing to pay it 
with. But he was one of those men that 
cannot be crushed by any calamity short 
of death, and he planned and plodded, 
worked and saved, and be is a million­ 
aire. 
Th^re is not a man in the west who 
b e g h i s life’s work With a smaller cap­ 
itol than John B. Walsh, the book and 
newspaper dealer. Jast about the time 
the war closed, or a little before, be 
made his first thousand dollars—he made 
it by hard kuocks, by constant toil, by 
saving a few dollars oat of the little 
money he earned, not ashamed to do 
anything honorable, and now his name is 
a power in the business world.

put on the appearance the olerks so fre­ 
quently wear. He was not lucky except 
at hard worl:, economy, sobriety, and the 
exercises of common 
business sense. 
bring luck.

race they were determined, but they were 
likewise judicious, consistent in purpose, 
si ways armed with integiity, and did not 
barter away their chances in speculation 
Their lives make splendid studies for 
young m en.

There are 200 genet l l 
pension bills before congress, and 2,018 
special bids. The most liberal of these

that it would cost $140,000,000 perannum 
l'he more moderate cf the service pen­ 
sion bills woald probably cost from $80,- 
0.0,00J to $100,000,090 a year. 
There is another bul before congress 
of a very sweeping character, which pro­ 
poses to plaoe on the pension roll ail dis­ 
able! soldiers who are not now drawing 
a ponton, without regard to whether 
the disability was in service or not, and 
without regard to tbe pecuniary condi­ 
tion of the 8cl1ier. “ No estimate ie 
made of the expenditure involved. 
The 
dependent pension bill woald, 
it is 
thought, require an annuel expenditure 
of $35,000,000. The bill repeeling the 
limitation to tne arrears feet woald, ac­ 
cording to the estimate of commissioner 
of pensions, necessitate an expenditure o* 
$475,OOO,OOO. Besides these there are in- 
numerabls bills increasing the retell 
the number of relatives entitled to pen­ 
sions, etc., etc. 
Omitting these from the 
estimate and confining our attention 
only to the service pension bill and the 
arrears bill— sinoe they include ail the 
rest, moat of which would not be pro­ 
posed were the service pensions already 
established—we find to st congress is 
asked to vote $100,000,000 a year to the 
veterans for the remainder of their lives* 
and nearly $500,000,000 in back pay. The 
expectation of life ot the average soldier 
is eighteen yearp, so that the service 
pension bill would involve an expendi­ 
ture of $1,800,COO,OGO, even though tbe 
young women who marry old veterans 
shonld never be permitted to share in 
the bounty distributed. These proposed 
expenditures, when added to tbe $00,- 
000,000 cf bonnties paid during the 
war, the $1,100,000,000 cf pensions paid 
since the war, and the $900 OOO OOO which 
will be necessary to falfill tbe promises 
already made to the veterans, would 
bticg the expenditures for bounties and 
pensions to $4 900.000,000, cr more than 
hegr033 valcid of all the lands, houses* 
land slaves in the south at the opening cf 
the war.” 
These figures, not speculations by any 
means, will give one some idea of the 
gigantic schemes to deplete the national 
treasury.

W ashington, March 26.—The House 
has passed the world’9 fair bill by a 
vote of 202 yeas to 49 nays after an 
amendment was adopted changing the 
date of opening to May I, 1893. 
The 
contest today was admirably conducted. 
[is successful 
Issue has not unduly 
elated the Chicago contingent, because 
It was a foregone conclusion. 
The New York and St Louis Repre­ 
sentatives came dowTn handsomely, and 
the last fragment of opposition to Chicago 
has disappeared. 
The country Is now 
united 
to 
make 
the exposition an 
achievement of supreme splendor. 
The 
scenes in the House were interesting to 
crowded galleries, and at times exciting 
in themselves. 
When the final vote in 
approval of tho bill was announced the 
spectators broke into cheers. 
Mr. Candler, chairman of the special 
fair committee, called attention to the 
stipulation that the debate wa:*to end 
at 4 o’clock and the vote taken at once. 
Ho said said that the time of those in 
favor of tho bill would be controlled by 
himself and the time of those against 
the bill by Mr. Flower of New York. 
The world’s fair bill was then road bv 
the clerk. 
Tho reading of the bill ended Mr. 
Candler said he desired to offer some 
amendments. 
The first, unanimously 
reported by the committee, added to 
section 6 a provision for the appoint­ 
ment by the national commission of a 
board of lady managers to bo associated 
with them and to perform such duties as 
might be assigned to them. The amend­ 
ment was adopted without objection. A 
second amendment, also agreed to with­ 
out dissent, provided for a separate 
building for the fish commission exhibit. 
Mr. Candler then addressed .tho House 
on tho merits of tile bill. 
It was a matter of gratification rathor 
than of regret, said Mr. Candler, that 
these throo great citloshad contested for 
the location of the fair. 
It was bcoom- 
intt the patriotism of tho republic that 
great municipalities should thus vie with 
each other for the privilege of celebrat­ 
ing tho discovery of tho new world. 
The issue of an exciting contest in the 
House has been to locate the exposition 
in Chicago. 
It had been thought expe­ 
dient, therefore, to change in some par­ 
ticulars the original bill so it might bet 
tor subserve tho interests of the fair. 
The substitute offered by the com 
mitteo for the original bill had been 
accepted by the World's fair committee 
and was, tho speaker ventured to say, 
generally satisfactory to all interested. 
In regard to an appropriation for the 
fair he said that the gentlemen ought 
not to object to that. 
Such an appro­ 
priation had been made for the Phila­ 
delphia exposition, tho New Orleans 
exposition, and the Atlantic fair. 
Mr, 
Kilgore of Texas, asKed lf the money 
was not loaned to Philadelphia and re­ 
paid. 
Mr. Chandler said It was not: 
that SIGO,OOO had been given for tho pur­ 
pose of the fair outright by the Na­ 
tional government. 
Chicago has done more than we ex­ 
pected her to do in preparing for the 
fair, said Mr. Candler. 
Five millions of 
dollars have been raised by the citizens 
of Chicago—£5,000,000 that are as solidly 
secured as though by promissory notes 
but they have not stopped there; in ad­ 
dition to these £5,000,000 they guaran­ 
tee that another $5,000,000 shall bo 
raised, 
making 
in 
all £10,000,000. 
They have secured this by guarantees 
by business mon who have a national 
reputation for 
probity and 
financial 
judgment, 
But the committee has not 
stopped there. 
They have put in the 
bill an additional check, and that is 
that the President of tho Toited States 
shall not invite foriegn governments to 
participate in the exposition until $10,- 
000,000are raised, as provided for. 
Mr. Bolden of New York said: 
“ Mr. 
Flower, Mr. Hatch. * and myself have 
signed a minority report objecting to 
this bill. 
We object to it because in our 
opinion Chicago has not given proper 
guarantee to raise £10,000,000. and with­ 
out this amount we do not think tile fair 
will be a success. 
Tile Chicago rep­ 
resentatives on this committee have 
shown us no subscription list. 
They 
have given us no statement, no signed 
guarantee, nothing that we can put our 
fingers on. 
I asked for the subscrip­ 
tion list and I was told that I might 
look at the list in confidence, but that 
I must not make it public. 
The first 
name on that list was that of Mr. St. 
John and opposite it a subscription of 
£395,000. 
I asked tile chairman what 
that meant, and he gave me an ex­ 
planation I could 
not understand. 
I 
gathered that a meeting had been held 
by citizens of Chicago 
and £395,000 
promised, and that is the kind of a 
guarantee they want us to accept. 
This supplementary provision makes 
tho guaranty £10,000,000 absolute or 
there will be no fair. 
Speaking upon 
the amount of the contemplated appro­ 
priation, ho said that £15,OOO,OOO was 
not an extraordinary amount, and it 
should bo remembered that only £320,000 
was to be appropriated for the present 
fiscal year. 
Mr. 
O'Neill of Pennsylvania 
sug­ 
gested that it seemed to him a rather 
largo sum. yet perhaps it was not. 
He 
did not wish to take an extreme view of 
it. Mr. Chandler replied that the scope 
ot 
tho 
fair as 
projected 
by 
the Chicago 
committee 
was 
more 
splendid than any exposition ever before 
held. 
He did not think that the govern* 
ment exhibit should be disproportioncd 
to the grandeur of the whole. In closing 
his 
remarks Mr. Candler eloquent! \ 
alluded to 
the great possibilities 
foi 
national progress that a well-conducted 
fair promised. 
Mr. Candler then offered an amend­ 
ment in his original motion, to be con­ 
sidered as pending, providing for the 
dedication 
of the buildings of 
tho 
world’s fair with appropriate ceremo­ 
nies, October 12, 1892; and further pro 
viding that the exposition 
shall be 
opened to visitors not later than May I, 
1893, and close not later than October 30, 
1893. 
Ile said that this postponement was 
not asked by Chicago, but he thought 
that it would inure to the benefit of the 
exhibitors who were to take part in the 
exposition. 
The House agreed to Mr. Candler’s 
amendment postponing the fair until 
1893. 
On motion of Mr. Carlisle of Kentucky 
an amendment was adopted providing 
that tho government buildings shall be 
built of such material as can be taken 


oat and sold after the expedition, pret« 
erence in tho sale being given to Chi­ 
cago or to the world's exposition. 
Mr. Cummings, of New York, said: 
"Some months ago I appealed on thin 
floor in behalf of fair play toward New 
York; to-day I appeal to this House for 
rair play toward Chicago. 
[Applause.] 
New York had fair play on this floor 
She lost this fight through treachery in 
her own ranks. 
There was a Benedict 
Arnold in New York. 
More than that, 
there was no Jockey of Norfolk to re­ 
ceive a warning before lier natural geo­ 
graphical allies of New England and 
Pennsylvania were led into the ranks of 
the enemies. 
"But she had fair play on this floor.

Mr. Hatch of Missouri expressed him­ 
self as satisfied with the clause in the 
bill declaring that tho President, before 
issuing his proclamation, shall satisfy 
himself as to the genuineness of the sub­ 
scriptions, 
There was nothing left for 
Congress to do but to extend to Chicago 
every legitimate facility for making the 
fair what it should be—-a great national 
success.

“Gen. von Caprlvi, on the other hand, 
lias a clear, sonorous voice, strengthened 
by much use in the open air. 
It was in 
the summer of 1866, during the Bohe­ 
mian campaign, that Caprivi first came 
into notice. 
He was intrusted with the 
revision of all telegrams to newspapers. 
While taking care to satisfy his military 
superiors, ho was not less successful in 
winning tho favor of newspapers, oven 
of those representing democratic views. 
“The Emperor has made a good choico 
in his new chancellor. 
He wiii not at­ 
tempt to overthrow the personality of 
his master, whose purpose is not to di­ 
minish his own brilliancy by employing 
ambitious and clever ministers. 
Gen. 
von Caprlvi, moreover, is a bachelor. 
The Bismarck gatherings in Wilhelm 
strasse, where, in the midst of a small 
circle of parliamentary stars, the Prince 
played the part of a king, will be known 
no more, nor will those famous diplo­ 
matic dinners on the old Emperor’s birth­ 
day, when the Princess would light the 
cigarettes of any plenipotentiary whose 
favor was to be cultivated, be seen in the 
old Prince’s garden-room again."
